1. This memorandum gives you information on the 
plans for the Panel's second meeting on Friday and 
Saturday, 10 and 11 September. A copy of the agenda and 
a list of Panel members are attached. 


2. The first meeting of the Panel in May was dedi- 
cated largely to briefings by senior members of the 
Intelligence Community. Toward the end of the meeting 
the Panel expressed a numbe r of specific areas of concern 


and interest. Subsequently | ^the Panel Chairman, 

and I had a discussion with Admiral Murphy at which time 
several topics were added. The modified list is attached.

3. For this meeting it is planned that the Panel begin 
to explore three of the broad topics, each with a different 
time horizon. The first is the general area of technology 
transfer, with a look at the many ramifications of the 
problem and the Intelligence Community's efforts. 

4. The second area is unconventional future weapons 
suchas lasers and particle beams. The Panel would examine 
the implications for the United States if weapon systems of 
this type arein fact developed by the Soviets. The Panel 
may well consider the use of such unconventional weapons in 
space.

5. The third area is focused on likely Intelligence 
Community concerns for the 1990s. The Panel will be 
briefed on the development of new analytical methodologies 
for the study of the future. In addition the Panel will 
examine the findings of an STIC-sponsored project on 
emerging technologies which may be significant in the 
future. 

6. The members of the Panel look forward to meeting 
with you again at 1030 on Saturday the 11th. They will 
want to discuss with you their ideas on the above three 
topics and future plans for the Panel.
